Foreigner Must Be 
Shown 


That America Stands for 
Fair Play and Justice 


"The Problem of the Foreigner" was 


discussed by Kdward V. Hiekey, of the 
Massachusetts bureau of i in migration, 
at the welfare meeting under the aus- 
pices 
of tho 
Lowell 
Social 
Service 


league at St. Anne's parish house in 
Kirk street, yesterday afternoon. 
It 


was a practical talk which was very 
Interesting1 and the speaker dwelt ,u 
considerable length on the importance 
of teaching the English language 
10 


foreigners who come to 0'ir shores. 


In opening Mr. Hiekey .said that the 


bureau is so rushed with work that the 
employes 
do not. even observe sta=:e 


hours. "We are very much alive these 
days," he said. "The bureau of immi- 
gration was 
established after 
many 


years of effort. 
It it had not been for 


the present conditions, we would no: 
have had a bureau. 
War work has 


been ou.- chief. work since its estab- 
lishment. 
In Massachusetts, we have 


probably a larger proportion of foreign 
population than any other state. 
One- 


third of the population, or one and a 
quarter million, are foreigners; another 
third is made up of their children and 
the remaining third are people who 
Vfi.ro born here. 
In the industries of 


this state, the wheels are turned by 
foreigners. 
We are dependent upon 


them for our production and their lov- 
alty and efficiency 
in 
keeping 
the 


wheels of industrial ^progress turning 
in this city. Many-of them mean to be 
loya\ but because they da .not speak 
English in manykcases they are open to 
anti-American propaganda of the worst 
sort and the propaganda which is 'car- 
ried on under 
the 
auspices 
of 
the 
I.W.W. and labor 
organizations much 


like it, for their own aggrandizement 
are .lust as bad as any German propa- 
ganda. 


"There ,are 350,000 in this state who 


do not speak English. Eighty per cent 
are swindled within 90 days after theii 
arrival lie re. 
They are imbued with a 


feeling against the government. 
Al! 


kinds of lies are told them, all of which 
is anti-American propaganda." 


Mr. Hiekey cited a number of cases 


•where the foreigner, upon arriving 
this country, is taken in hand by 
fellow-countryman 
who has been in 


this country long enough to know that 
he can get easy money from the nev 
arrival. 
For some little service ren- 


dered, 
the 
prospective 
citizen is 


charged 3100 or £150, he being told that 
half of the money must go to the gov- 
ernment. One instance was that of an 
Italian woman 
in the North End 
v£ 


Boston who had pawi.ed all the bed- 
clothing in tho house i . order to raise 
$100 to give to a lawyer who was go- 
ing to secure the relei^e of her son, 
who was 
but 19 years of age, 
from 


service at Camp Devens. The lawyer 
would not handle 
the case until 
he 


was given $100 in cash, and he told her 
that one half of it had to go to Gen. 
Hodges, and she beljeved him. 
Tha 


matter came to the attention of the bu- 
reau and even on the day of the hear- 
ing, the lawyer told the woman that 
although the bureau might make him 


she 
return 
the money 'to her, 
that 


would have to give it to him again or 
her son would be returned to Aycr. it 
is needless to state 
that the 
lawyer 


was severely reprimanded, the money 
was returned 
to her, 
and her son, 


owing to his age, was discharged from 
the army. 


"When you have a foreign popula- 
tion that thinks the government is 


corrupt you have a foreign population 
that needs to be watched. We are try- 
ing to show the foreigner that fair 
play and justice ary what America 


stands for and show them that wo bo- 
licvc we can awaken in them a loyalty 
to the country. It would probably be 
a solution of tho problem jf all for- 
eigners were to become true Amori- 
ran citizens. 
Unless a person can un- 


derstand the language It Is difficult 
for him to understand tho ways and 
alms of our country. 


"Tho bureau lias recognized and the 


national govern me lit 
has 
recognized 


that, the essential thing to do is lirst 
to have, them learn our language, and 
ihe w;iy it 
i:; to be j aught is not 


by the ordinary school method." 


Hu spoke, of a movement started in 


Boston soino lime ago in the Italian 
quarter where the people of thai, sec- 
tion were to be taught the, English 
language, but the

An appeal to the householders of 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island and Con- 
necticut, to observe May day this year 
by putting out all coal (ires, wherever 
possible, and thereby add to New Ens- 
land's reserve coal pile next winter, 
was issued today by the federal fuel 
administrators of the three sutls. 


At least 1,000,000 tons of coal may 


be saved this year in New UiiKland. 
according to a conservative estimate, 
by putting: out the furnace tires at 
'vnce. 


Lacking adequate tonnage to bring: 


coal from the mines, New England's 
householders must realize the gravity 
of the situation and save the fuel that 
can be dispensed* with 
during the 


spring: and summer months without 
great discomfort, according- to James 
J. Storrow, New England fuel admin- 
istrator, 
if a situation next winter 


even worse than this year is to be 
avoided. 


Th* fuel- administrator*, James J. 
Storrow of' il^KHaehuKcttn, George II. 
Hoi mew of Rhode Inland and Thomas 
W, Ruwsell of Connecticut, have tasked 
the householders in their respective 
jurisdictions to observe these rules: 


Stop using coal in furnaces on May 


1. 
A wood fire 'can be made in the 


furnace on cold days when temporary 
heat is needed; and lit rooms where 
special heat is desired, open tires or 
local heaters can be used. 


After May 1, if you have an oil or 
gas range, do your cooking1 on it en- 
tirely and do not 
light 
the coal 


range. It is wasteful to use an oil or 
gas range while the 
coal 
range is 


burning*. Do not wait as usual until 
the weather is so hot that you are' 
driven to using oil or gas, but begin 
to do so now. 


If you have 'storage space, lay in 


now a supply of green wood for next 
winter's use, and let it season during 
the .summer. There will be a scarcity 
of seasoned fire wood 
next winter. 


Burning green wood 
IK unsatisfac- 


tory and gives only 05 per cent, of 
the heat obtained from dry wood. 


"The people of N'ew England should 


realize that there is going to be a 
shortage of coal as long as the war 


lattttf,"-Bttld Mr. Storrow. "If we ex- 
pect to get through next winter with- 
out individual .suffering and without 
the closing of muny war Industrie**. 
it will bo necessary for everyone to 
cut down the use of coal, 


"Every ton of coul saved now, with 


but slight if any discomfort 
to 
the 


householder, Is another ton added to 
the huge coal reserve that is the only 
protection against acute suffering in 
the closing weeks of next winter. 


"There is a great saving- in cooking; 


with gas, a.s a ton of coal turned Into 
gas by the gas company has a greater 
fuel value than a ton and a half of 
coal burned in the kitchen range. The 
#as range has the added advantage 
that the heat may be turned off when 
not needed." 


It is anticipated that the federal 


fuel administrators for the northern 
New England states will undertake a 
similar coai saving campaign when 
the season there is a little farther ad- 
vanced.

It is usually more satisfactory 
to 


purchase two-year-old roots, a.s con- 
siderable time is -saved in this way. 
As the asparagus boil is a permanent 
feature oi' the garden, it should be 
located 
accordingly. 
Before 
setting 


the plants the soil should be loosened 
very deeply, either by subsoil plowing 
or by deep spading-. It is a good plan 


to remove the topsoil and spade man- 
ure into the subsoil to a depth of 14 
or 16 inches. The plants may be yet 
in rojws for horse cultivation or in 
beds. 
If in rows they should be set 


14 inches apart, with the rows 3 lk 
feet apart. If in beds, one foot apart 
each way is the proper distance to 
set the plants. 
In .setting the plants 


the crowns should be covered 4 or 5 
inches deep. 


In the north the plants should re- 


ceive a mulclj of 4 or 5 inches of 
manure in winter. 
In the pouth the 


mulch is not necessary, but the plants 
should receive a coat of manure or an 
application of fertilizer, preferably in 
autumn. 


No .shoots should he removed during 


the first year the plants arc set in 
the permanent bed, and the period of 
cutting should be short during the

The president protested against

This is a mild charge com 
pared to some that this same criti 
brought against Wilson in the past.

The amusing thing about the Cour

tlie critic himself erred repeatedly ii 
the proper application of the gram- 
matical institutes on which he would 
lecture President Wilson. It. was an- 
other case of the would-be grammar- 
ian who Wrote that "a preposition is •< 
very poor word 
to end a sentence 


•with," or of the teacher who issued the 
edict: "Hereafter I will insist that the 
pupils of my room shall cut out slang.' 
We surmise that there is not in the

THIS MEDICAL SUPERVISION 


OF 
SCHOOLS 


A report of the medical supervision 


of schools was made by Bupt. Hugh J. 
Molloy at a meeting of the school board 
held 1-ist evening'. 


Janitor F. D. Rolfe of 
the Carter 


street school, who, at a recent meet- 
ing-, was refused a leave of absence for 
six months, 
tendered his resignation 


and it was accepted. Arthur H. Dana, 
janitor of the high school annex, asked 
for a leave of ^bsenco for six months. 
His request was read at the last meet- 
ing- of the board and was left on the 
table. 
At. last evening's meeting, it 


was voted not to grant the request. 


Supt. Molloy was instructed to ad - 


vertise the corning- .examination 
for 


teachers' third grade certificates and 
he was informed not to select 'more 
than ten candidates for the examina- 
tion.. 
Mr. Molloy reported 
that Mr. 


Pyne of the high school had entered 
the naval service, while Principal Per- 
kins of the Green school had enlisted 
in the army, and Miss Elizabeth Pro- 
vencher was chosen acting principal of 
that school at a salary of JlL'QQ a year. 


At the request of the committee on 


arrangements 
for the 
Memorial day 


parade, it was Voted to allow the high 
school regiment to participate in the 
parade. 
The report of tho superin- 


tendent for the year 1917 was accented 
and ordered sent to the printer. Sev- 
eral applications for teachers' positions 
in the high school were received from 
out-of-town 
candidates 
ana 
were 


placed on tile. 


The following1 report by Supt. Molloy 


on the medical 
supervision 
of 
the 


schools was received and accepted: 


The fact that Miss O'Dwyer 
Is re- 


ceiving a leave of absence, having en- 
listed as a nurse to give her services 
wherever the government may wish to 
employ her, urges me to submit a bri^f 
statement concerning medical supervi- 
sion and the work of our school nurses. 
In tho first place, 
there Is one per- 


fectly obvious criticism of our school 
nursing* work: 
Two nurses 
are not 


physically able to give adequate atten- 


tlon to tho children of our large tu;hoo! 
department. 
But, in my opinion, tho 


criticism ends there. On numerous oc- 
casions the opinion has been expressed 
in school committee conferences that 
we .should have more nurses if 
we 


wished to do full justice to ao impor- 
tant an .activity. 


This limitation being kept in mind, 


I have no hesitation in Haying 
1 that our 


work in medical supervision and school 
mil-sins- win compare 
most favorably 


with 
the 
standards 
established 
for 


those activities 
in any 
other school 
departments. 


The school committee of Lowell Ins 


shown initiative from the beginning in 
medical 
supervision. 
school dental 


j work and school nursing and, while il 
is doubtless true that more could ho 
done with more hands 
to do it, 
wo 


should appraise justly 
and fairly all 


that has been done. ' 


The children have been regularly in- 


spected and watched over by our corps 
01' school physicians, v;ho have sive.n 
to the work time and interest and ef- 
fort entirely out of proportion to th- 
compensation 
they have received. 
I 


have found them at 
all times i;eady 


and eager to give immediate attention 
to all matters whieb have been brought 
to their notice 
by 
their school office 


and the teachers. 
They are men 
of 


standing in their profession and they 
have been interested 
in safeguard ins 


the schools. 
We have had remarkable 


immunity from epidemics. 


'In 
September of 
1916, when 
the 


.schools of many highly intelligent and 
capable communities 
remained closed 


for weeks on account 
of the alarm 


caused 
by 
infantile; paralysis. 
th** 


school physicians and nurses made an 
expeditious and 
reasonably thorough 


inspection of all the schools with the 
result that public fear was allayed and 
there was no serious interference 
in 


beginning the work of the school year. 
This was no mean accomplishment, but 
was probably under-estimated on ac- 
count of that proximity which is fatal 
to enchantment. 


When first the nurses were employed 


the committee placed them under the 
supervision 
of the paid head of 
the 


Lowell guild and that organization has 
exercised a valuable, 
interested and 


monitorial guidance 
and direction of 
the work. 


The work has been systematic, reg- 


ular, and carefully recorded and tabu- 
lated.

institutions to make the supplies they 
needed. We are still doing a great deal 
of this work, but sinc^. last spring tho 
making of Red Cross and war relief 
supplies has been our principal .busi- 
ness. We are now making from 200 to 
300 Red Cross garments each month, 
and have made 
regularly 
since 
last 


March 400 garments a month for the 
central supply committee. 
In the last 


half year we have made over 600 knit- 
ted garments, helmets, socks, sweaters, 
etc., used by the Red Cross. 


"Our patrons are the members of va- 


rious clubs and socities throughout the 
city who, wishing to contribute to Red 
Cross and other war relief, come to us 
to make the garments, paying- us a fair 
price for the labor, and we, in turn,«pay 
the women who do the sewing. 


"The work shops occupy an entire 


house. The first floor is used for a diet 
kitchen, the second floor for sewing: 
rooms, and the third and fourth floors 
for offices and cutting', 
packing 
and 


coat rooms. Last year we employed 
over 200 women, and have regularly 
from 50 to 75 women a day. 
We give 


employment 
to many womeji 
who 


would otherwise be city charges, af- 
fording them an opportunity to become 


ili-supporting". 
"The women are made to feel their 


responsibility toward their work. They 
realize that the work 
must be 
well 


done if we are to secure more orders, 
and this gives our shops a bus mess- 
ike a-tmospheve."

Teamwork the Keynote 


"Teamwork" and not individual dis- 


plays of bravery and brilliance is im- 
pressed on every chaste pilot. 


A fighting patrol with an observation 


machine has the job of getting the 
camera man over the enemy objective, 
protecting it while it is doing its work. 
and getting back safely. 


It was on a mission of this kind that 
I won my Croix de Guerre. 


A patrol of five of us was ordered to 


take a "bi-place" back of the 
boche 


lines and protect it while photographs 
were being taken. 


AVe started in the early morning, six 


of us, in the regular "V" formation— 
the observation 'machine with its pilot 
and observer leading and- flying- lowest 
at the point of tho "V"; 600 feet behind 
it, 600 feet to the right and left, and 
GOO feet higher, came two chasst ma- 
chines; behind these again, 
600 feet 


back, 
up and out, came 
two more 


chasse pilots; forming the ends of the 
"V," and finally, 600 feet still further 
behind and 600 feet above, I flew—half- 
way between the two legs of the "V." 


Thus, I was the highest machine in 


the patrol, and the photographic ma- 
chine being the lowest, and directly in 
front of me, but 1SOO feet below. 


This is the regular flying formation 


for a patrol of its kind. 


"Wo reached our objective in a few- 


minutes without adventure, only to bo 
greeted by a healthy bouquet of black 
puffs from the anti-aircraft defenses. 


The shelling1 grew steadily heavier. 
AVe knew we were in for it, because 


shelling is an invariable indie tion of 
th-5 presence of enemy planes. 


Every boche pilot within seeing- dis- 


tance— and you can see shellbursts a 
loitg way—would make a beelinc for 
those black telltale clouds. 


The guide is infallible, for the Ger- 


man gunners use black bursts, while 
the French uso v-hite. 


But the "officer-observer" Is the boss 


on a mission like this, and there was 
nothing for the chasse pilots to do but 
stay with the photo machine until it 
finished. 


This time we dodged shells ten min- 


utes. 


Nobody was hit. 
Finally our photographer was satis- 


fied and we swung around for home, 
climbing- rapidly. 


In a few minutes TVC were up to the 


15.000-foot level and less than three 
miles from home, when we ran smash 
into a }-oche patrol of eight machines 
that had been doing its best to get to 
the scene of the excitement. 


Sonic Excitement 


The next few moments were some of 


the hottest ever. 


Instantly we closed Intervals and dis- 


tances to half the regular space. 


Our 
patrol 
was thus so 
closely 


bunched that for fear of collision the 
boche did not dare try to dive through. 


High man, I was most exposed to at- 


tack.

Down he came in a r.oee dive, direct- 


ing a. stream of bullets. 


The second boche followed in an ef-

Immigration 


Foreigner 
Musi Be Shown 


That America 
Stands for 


Fair Play and Justice 


"The Problem of the Foreigner" was 


discussed by Edward V. Mickey, of thy 
Massachusetts bureau of immigration, 
at the welfare meeting under the aus- 
pices 
of the 
Lowell 
-Social Service 


league at -St. Anne's parish house in 
Kirk street, yesterday afternoon. 
It 


was a practical talk which was very 
interesting and the speaker dwelt at 
considerable length on the importance 
of teaching the English language 
to 


foreigners who come to O'ir shores. • 


In opening' Mr. Hickey said that the 


bureau is so rushed with work that the 
employes 
do not even 
observe star.e 


hours. "We are very much alive"these 
days," he said. "The bureau of Immt- 
Kration was 
established after 
many 
" years of effort. 
It it had not been for 


the present conditions, we would not 
have had a bureau. 
War work has 


been ou_- chief work since its estab- 
lishment. 
In Massachusetts, we have 


probably a larger proportion of foreign 
.population than any other state. On*- 
third of the population, or one and a 
quarter million, are foreigners; another 
third is made up of their children and 
the remaining' third are people who 
were born here. 
In the industries of 


this state, the wheels are turned by 
foreigners. • We are dependent upon 
them for our production and their lov- 
alty and efficiency 
in 
keeping: 
the 


wheels of industrial 
progress turning 


in this city. Many of them mean to be 
loya1. hut because they do not speak 
English in many cases they are open to 
anti-American propaganda of the worst 
sort and the propaganda which is car- 
ried on under 
the 
auspices 
of' the 


I.tV.W. and labor 
organizations much 
like it, for their own aggrandizement, 
.are .lust as bad as any German propa- 
ganda. 


"There are 350,000 in this state who 


do not speak English. Eighty per cent. 
are swindled within SO days after their 
arrival here. 
They are imbued with a 


feeling- against the government.

kinds of lies are told them, nil of which 
IE anti-American propaganda."

"When you have a. foreign popula- 


tion that thinks the government is 
corrupt you have a foreign population 
that needs to be watched. We are try- 
ing to show the foreigner that fair 
play and justice are what America 


stands for and show thorn that we be- 
lieve we can awaken in them a loyalty 
to the country. It would proba'bly be 
a solution of the problem if all for- 
eign era were to become true Ameri- 
can citizens. Unless a person can un- 
derstand tho language it is diflicult 
for him to understand the ways and 
aims of our country. 


"The bureau has recognized and the 


national government 
has recognized 


thut the essential thing to do is first • 
to have them learn our language and 
the way it is to be taught is not 
by tho ordinary school method." 


He spoke of a movement started in 


Boston some time ago iu the Italian 
quarter where the people of that sec- 
tion were to be taught the English 
language, but the 
method 
was 
all 


wrong-. 
For instance -tho first lessons 


were relative to the tenses and after 
two hours of this kind of study the 
foreigners were more at sea than they 
were before they attended the, school 
and feel ins that they were making1 
but little 
progress 
abandoned 
the 


school. "There is a method by which 
English can be taught and taught well 
and that's what we are trying1 to in- 
troduce in this .state." said the speak- 
er. 
"It is called the direct method. 


According to that method a number of 
foreigners will repeat after the 
in- 


structor the words which he gives 
them and while repeating the sen- 
tences 
they explain 
in action, the 


words which they are pronouncing. In 
this way taking one sentence at a 
time, good results are achieved. This 
method is employed in a number Of 
factories. The first lesson runs some- | 
ihing like this: 
'I awake from my 1 


sleep.' 'I look for my watch,' 'I find j 
my watch,' 'I find it Is 6 o'clock.' 'I | 
get up.' etc. After these sentences ! 
ire repeated about oO times they know j 
:he meaning of the words. As a mat- ' 
ter of fact it does not take long to I 
make up a larce vocabulary. Thirty { 
hours is enough for some foreigner's j 
to learn enough of the English Ian- | 
guage to do them in their ordinary ! 
iv ays. 


"One month ago a director of the 


bureau worked out a series of les- 
sons which will be given to teachers 
who will teach English to foreigners. 
These teachers will not necessarily 
:iave to be regular teachers, they can 
be factory employes or employes of 
any large concern. 


"In the bureau of immigration the 


foreigners are met with kindness, and 
by some one who can speak their Ian- 


They are made to feel that in

:ho foreigner that to, go to- school is 
for his benefit and you must prove

g'as range, do your cooking1 on it en- 
tirely and do not 
light 
the coal 


range. It irf wasteful to use an oil or 
gas range while the

burning. 
Do not wait as usual until 


the weather is so hot that you are 
driven to using oil or gas, but begin 
to do so now. 


If you have storage space, lay in 


now a supply of green wood for next 


liter's use, and let it season during 


the summer. There will be a scarcity

next winter. 


Burning green wood is unsatisfac- 
tory and gives only 
G5 per cent, of 


the heat obtained from dry wood.

DOING RELIEF WORK 


How a Charity Organization 


Does Its Bit 


How a relief work whose aim was at 


first—and 
still 
is—to 
help indigent 


women help themselves has been able 
also to aid in winning the war is told 
by Mary A. Ditmas in a review of the 
activities of the Women's Work Shops 
at 409 Bast 50th street, New York city. 
Miss Ditmas. who is assistant superin- 
tendent of the shops, says: 


"The 
Women's 
Work 
.Shops 
were 


started two years ago by the New York 
association for improving the condition 
of the poor, and is the outgrowth of 


sources of the association for relief; 
second, to give that relief in the way 
most apt to preserve the self-respect of 
the recipient; and, third, to have a 
place where the mothers of families 
under the care of the association can bo 
sent for instruction in home making. 
It was from the second of these that 
the idea of the work shops sprang'. 


"When the work first started we so- 


cured orders from hospitals and othei-V 
institutions to make the supplies they 
needed. We are still doing- a great deal 
of this work, but sine., last spring tho 
making of Red Cross and war relief 
supplies lias been our principal busi- 
ness. 
We are now making from 200 to 


300 Red Cross garments each month, 
and have made regularly since 
last 


March 400 garments a month for the 
central supply committee. 
In the last 


half year we have made over 600 knit- 
ted garments, helmets, socks, sweaters, 
etc., used by the Red Cross. 


"Our patrons are the members of va- 


rious clubs and socities throughout the 
city who, wishing to contribute to Red 
Cross and other war relief, come to us 
to make the garments, paying us a, fair 
price for the labor, and we, In turn, pay 
the women who do the sewing* 


"The work shops occupy an 
entire 


house. The first floor is used for a. diet 
kitchen, the second floor for 
sewing 


rooms, and the third and fourth floors 
for offices and cutting-, 
packing 
and 


coat rooms. 
Last year we 
employed 


over 200 women, and have regularly 
from 50 to 75 women a day. We grivo 
employment 
to many 
women 
who 


would otherwise be city charges, af- 
fording them an opportunity to become 
self-supporting. 


"The women are made to feel their 


responsibility toward their work. They 
realise that the work 
must be 
woll 


done if we are to secure more ordfi'i-. 
and this gives our shops a husiness- 
ike atmosphere."

The siLurtion was such that we had 


the two boche- machines between us. 


The first burst from his machine gun 


had torn holes through my wing, and 
some of bis bullets passed uncomfort- 
ably close to my head. 


Our maneuver of bringing the 
two

sign to cut out one of us from the for- 
mation. 


They continued to dive and turned
